Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Attempts to 
reach attorney of record Leslie Gladstone Restaino (38,893) on 12/15/2005 revealed that her applications are allegedly 
being handled by Amy Sauther (reg. number unknown).
